Editorial Trade Review. 

The extremely severe weather of the past two weeks 
has caused a check in the orders for supplies that were 
becoming a feature of the opening business. It is ex- 
tremely difficult to stimulate a dealer into an ordering 
activity, when conditions caused by excessive cold keep 
his store bare of customers. Salesmen on the road are 
not reaping the general harvests they expected. The 
prevailing distrust caused by constantly ‘‘ dissolving 
views” of trust combinations on the one hard, and the 
endeavor to form similar organizations on the other, 
makes the buyer extremely wary and over-cautious. 
There is an absence of any encouraging demand for 
goods, notwithstanding the low conditions of stock in 
the different channels of trade. The fact of a threat- 
ened assembling of the next Congress to pass upon a 
new tariff law, will still further postpone any important 
movement in the general traffic until late in March at 
least. All the conditions seem to point to irregularities 
in prices for some time to come. The quotationsagreed 
upon in secret conclave by all the leading makers in 
some particular line, are scattered to the four winds 
of heaven ten days later, because a coveted order has 
been corralled by a rival producer. Merchants who 
have issued circulars to their customers based on quo- 
tations thus announced, have to recall them and stul- 
tify their action, as soon as sucha break occurs, and 
“chaos is come again.” From all reports, the dealers 
will wait before purchasing full supplies, until the com- 
pulsory demands of a regular business increases to such 
a volume as to create too much inconvenience in fill- 
ing orders. 

Lack of large orders, and the possibility of mak- 
ing sales for immediate delivery, have been the 
means of making slightly lower prices prevail on 
Wire and Cut Nails. The demand, notwithstanding 
concessions, is a moderate one of no considerable vol- 
ume. The heavy Hardware market, embracing such 
goods as Carriage Bolts, Lag Screws, Machine Bolts, 
etc., is completely demoralized and the previously ex- 
isting agreement has been cut toa large extent, so that 
prices lower by 15 to 20 per cent. have been obtainable 
by buyers with requisitions to purchase. The lower 
prices have affected Nuts as well, but not to so great 
au extent; still, these changing conditions have a nat- 
ural effect upon a demand that has so far been any- 
thing but brisk, and except under some necessity to 
hll local contracts, buyers of large lots of these goods 
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await the lower prices they are confident can be ob- 
tained before long. The certainty of a rush fer goods 
the moment these irregularities are remedied and some 
stability is given the markets, fills the conservative 
dealer with an apprehension born of experience; but 
the present uncertainty in all the markets where in- 
creased sales are looked for, is certainly detrimental to 
any legitimate and unspeculative business. 


Prison Products. 


The restriction of labor among the convicts is a se- 
rious problem that has been forced upon the prison au- 
thorities of this State, by constitutional enactment, and 
one that cannot help but cause a conscientious solici- 
tude for the present condition and future usefulness of 
these unfortunate men. | 

It is a fearful responsibility that nearly 1400 convicts 
in Sing Sing prison alone shall be kept in idleness, ex- 
cept for such domestic duties to whicha few may be 
assigned; and that this fate should befall them through 
the efforts of unions of laboring men who are them- 
selves the living exemplars of the manifold advantages 
arising from occupation, and the desirability even 
of this class of human beings that they should be self- 
sustaining and not supported in idleness by the poor 
and humble tax-payer through whose mistaken ideas 
this fatal disability is imposed. 

It would be a good thing, no doubt, if it were made 
no longer possible to contract this body of labor to out- 
side industries, which, by the aid of the latest styles of 
machinery, compete for patronage in the general mar- 
ket. Every box of prison-made goods, every ar- 
ticle produced by convict hands, should plainly be 
marked and labelled as such, even as the goods from 
foreign countries are to-day designated, as being 
‘‘made inGermany” or any other part of the world 
from whence they originate. This would prevent that 
deceptive competition which produces the poison for 
which unproductive conditions is deemed to be the 
only antidote. 

Give these unfortunate wards of the State some kind 
of employment, even if valueless as a profit producer; 
let the manufacture of every article which is produced 
by machinery be among the lost arts, as far as prison 
labor is concerned. Let hand work prevail, and goods 
produced that are intended to furnish a knowledge of 
intelligent employment only, and that can be sold as 
‘‘prison-made” and at a price which only ‘‘ prison- 
made” goods would compete with. The use of ma- 
chinery doesn’t provide the convict with a groundwork 
on which even ordinary skill can build. When the 
criminal is thrust forth in the world at the completion 
of his term of imprisonment, he is unable to go to some 
distant spot and start afresh, with honesty of intention 
and a trade knowledge to fashion a compass to steer 
by. He has formed only a part of a system of machine 
production, which furnishes few vacancies and compels 
a convict to stay in communities where large factories 
may proyide him with employment, instead of tempt- 
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ing him to hope fora useful future by encouraging that 
hand labor which would be acceptable in any undevel- 
oped part of our vast country. 

Our State prisons are reformatory institutions. If 
they fail in this particular, they are more apt to aidand 
abet crime than they are to punish it, through a lack of 
direction given to mental and physical forces. A con- 
vict should be taught the inevitable insecurity of a 
career of crime, and the peaceful possibilities of a life 
of labor in some sphere of action where, unknown to 
his former associates, he could rehabilitate himself, and 
by an honest life no longer find his hand forever raised 
against his brother man. To do this, he should be 
taught some form of useful labor that could be ex- 
changed for the price of the necessaries of life, wher- 
ever intelligence inspires creation and industry is ven- 
erated. 


Are Cycle Shows Essential to Business ? 


It is within the limits of possibility, that when the 
returns are all in from both the Chicago and New York 
Cycle shows, when the expenses are footed up and the 
achieved results are known, the utility of cycle shows 
in general will be voted as unnecessary to the dealers 
and non-essential to the manufacturers. 

The subject will be so thoroughly discussed that it 
will be found fatal to any farther profitable exploiting 
of their productions by such expensive methods. 

In the early days of the industry, when knowledge 
of the construction of a wheel was of the most limited 
character imaginable, a cycle show with intelligent ex- 
hibitors answering all possible questions, could so en- 
lighten an intending purchaser as would convince him. 
of the merit underlying mechanical construction of a 
superior order. 

The buyers of no class of machinery made in the 
world have become so fully informed on technical 
points of constructive excellence in so short a time, as 
in the bicycle industry. Cycle shows have certainly 
done a large share of this educational work. Up to 
1896 it was worth all it cost, but it hardly seems we 
are confident, the annually increasing cost since 1895 
has proved of sufficient importance to the advancement 
of the manufacturer’s interests, but has simply enabled 
a large class of new and unknown makers to prove 
‘*that their product was just as good,” and so break 
the force of what three years ago could have been 
considered admirable advertising. 

Converse with the average rider to-day regarding 
his wheel, or the prospective buyer of one, and you 
will find each thinks there is nothing more to learn of 
its constructive merits. Then why spend a million 
dollars at least on two or more cycle shows to demon- 
strate conditions already settled? 

The score of cycle makers who are to-day occupying 
the coigns of vantage on the battlements of this ag- 
gressive industry, will long before the necessary time 
arrives for another cycle show, decide that if it doesn’t 
pay to have one of these cycle exhibitions in New 
York, which was the latest decision as to the future, 
it would, therefore, be spending too much money to 
limit the expense to the single city of Chicago. 

The cycle dealers of that city, or those handling the 
product, have already placed themselves on record as 
believing the 1897 show was a detriment to business 
instead of a benefit. It was a noteworthy fact, as far 
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as the dealers were concerned, whom it was, of course, 
desired to impress and corrall, it was a waste of am- 
munition to hold the show; they didn’t materialize to 
an extent to make the outlay justifiable; while the 
riders and would-be riders get such conflicting testi- 
mony regarding the merit underlying construction, it 
was apt to impress them unfavorably rather than other- 
wise, and consequently increases the later labors of the 
agent to unravel the misconception. Now that the 
leading makers have in all the principal cities their 
own stores filled with enthusiastic representatives, 
when a man comes in to inspect their production they 
bend their efforts to make a buyer of him 
concentration of purpose is possible within the circum- 
scribed limits of a one week’s cycle show, where there 
are a hundred idle lookers-on at your elbow, to one 
earnest and honest searcher for the truth; a_ two- 
cent souvenir button or a five-cent souvenir spoon 
will keep people lined up for hours to succeed in ob- 
taining, while nuggets of wisdom as to differences be- 
tween wheels fail to keep them within the sound of the 
agent’s voice five minutes by his watch. 

Let the money devoted to this unprofitable jubilee of 
a week’s duration be spent in intelligent methods of a 
more permanent character, keeping the perfect and 
meritorious wheels in the front of the procession, and 
it will no longer be possible for exposition halls and 
ex 1ibition companies to foreclose a mortgage so early 
in the season, on the profits of the current year.

A Queer Vermont Village. 


The following clipping from the Boston Transcripi is de- 
scriptive of the town of Baltimore, Vt.: ‘‘In Windsor 
County, Vt.. is about as queer a town as there is in the 
United States. Its name is Baltimore, and it possesses 
little of interest save a history in which none of its inhab- 
itants express the slightest pride. Baitimore is fairly old, 
as American towns go, having been set off from Cavendish 
and organized in 1793. It then had 275 presumably ai- 
bitious and hopeful inhabitants, but every census taken 
since then has revealed a steady growth—downward. In 
1800 the place had lost one citizen, and the subsequent 
record stands as follows: In 1810, 207 inhabitants; 1820, 
204; 1830, 179; 1840, 155; 1850, 124; 1860, 116; 1870, 83; 
i881, 71; and 1890, 64. To-day the number is 59, and one 
of the 59 spends his winters in the Soldier’s Home at Brat- 
tleboro. Nothing ever happened in the town, not even a 
crime, and it has no distinguished sons or daughters. The 
houses are scattered over the territory included within 
Baltimore’s limits, nowhere forming anything like a vil- 
lage, and there is no store, no church, no post office, nor 
even a cider mill. The people are prosperous enough, as 
Vermont farmers define prosperity, but they keep moving 
away whenever opportunity offers,and nobody ever moves 
in. It is twenty years since a wedding took place there.”’ 

A representative of Hardware who was very much in- 
terested in this description of an unique village, took the 
liberty of writing to the post-office at which the people of 
saltimore receive their mail, which is North Springfield, 
Vt., asking the postmaster how much truth, and how much 
fiction, there was in this statement. In response there 
was received the following letter under date of January 


27, 1897: 


Dear Sir: In regard to enclosed newspaper clipping, I 
would say that it is practically true, with this exception: 
People do move into the town, and occupy the houses al- 
ready built. With the exception of a new school house, I 
do not think a house has been built in town for thirty 
years. The town has recently come into notoriety from 
the fact that it did not vote for president of the United 
States at the last election, for the reasun that no warrant 
was posted. There was some little feeling over the elec- 
tion of town representative in September, which resulted 
as | have said in no Freeman's meeting in November. It 
caused a great amount of talk and newspaper notoriety. 
The Boston Globe and /ournal both sent reporters to the 
town, and the G/ole gave some two columns, and a couple 
of snap shots to the matter, and the /ovrna/ some three or 
four columns, 

There are some very good people in town, and years 
ago the inhabitants were perhaps above the average in 
morality and intelligence. The town was set off from 
Cavendish for the reason that it was practically cut off 
from the rest of Cavendish by Howks Mountain, which 
runs the whole length of the town. The business of the 
town is done quite largely at North Springfield and Spring- 
field.

The petition asks that the defendant be restrained 
from selling roller skates in which there is alleged to be 
embodied a patented improvement in trucks for roller 
skates, to which the plaintiff contends they have the ex- 
clusive right. 

It will be remembered a suit in the same manner was 
instituted against a New York house last fall, and is still 
in progress. 

A reporter of Hardware called upon John J. Tower, of 
Tower & Lyon, who are the New York end of the Union 
Hardware Co., and asked him for the facts in the case. 
Mr. Tower stated that the Union Hardware Co. are as- 
sured that their patent in their improved truck for roller 
skates is good and valid, and that all rights thereunder will 
be maintained. 

When asked in regard to general business, Mr. Tower 
said: ‘‘Weare gratified in being able to say that not 
only are we hopeful for the future, but that our present 
month's business shows a very decided improvement—a 
handsome advance—over the same period of last year.” 


Wisconsin Organizing. 


Wisconsin is the latest to fall into line among the States 
which have organized Hardware associations. The follow- 
ing call has been issued and signed by a large number of 
Hardwaremen from all parts of the State. The first gath- 
ering, as will be noted, is to be held at Milwaukee on Feb- 
ruary 9th, and every Hardwareman in the State is invited 
to be present. The call above referred to is as follows: 

The Hardware trade of Wisconsin has for a long time 
recognized the necessity of an organization, and for this 
purpose the undersigned firms have agreed to call a meet- 
ing onthe 9th day of February, 1897, at 2 o'clock P.M., at 
the Republican House in Milwaukee, Wis., and ask every 
Hardware dealer of this State, who is known and recog- 
nized as aregular Hardware dealer, to attend this meeting. 

The purpose of this meeting is to form a permanent or- 
ganization and to fix the time and select the place of hold- 
ing the first annual meeting next summer.

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THE NEW YORK BICYCLE SHOW. 


The third exhibition of bicycle and bicycle sundries and 
machinery under the auspices of the National Board of 
Trade of Cycle Manufacturers, began last Saturday night, 
February 6th, in the Grand Central Palace, corner Lex- 
ington Avenue and Forty-third Street. 

It was fortunate in one sense of the word that the storm 
during the day limited the number of sight seers, for the 
anarchy apparent in every part of the building would have 
resulted in a ‘‘confusion worse confounded;” but it may 
truly be said that the exhibition of 1897 is the most impos- 
ing bicycle display in the interests of either riders or manu- 
facturers that New York has ever seen. The only fear 
would naturally be that the time is too limited to do justice 
to the entire show in the short time of one week. 

The show occupies the four main floors of the place, com- 
prising a space of one hundred and forty-five thousand 
square feet, and room is had for the exhibits of nearly five 
hundred exhibitors. 
illuminate the building. 

The first object striking the eyes upon entering the exhi-

bition hall is the most elaborate feature of the show. 

The Temple of the Wheel is placed in the centre of 
the main floor and is erected by ‘‘ The National Board of 
Trade of Cycle Manufacturers,’’ which title is told in in- 
candescent lights around the dome. It rises from the floor 
38 feet, and its circumference is 156 feet. It has Corinthian 
columns of imitation onyx, and upon the gallery outside of 
the dome surmounting them, are twenty-six wheels, which 
are illuminated by hundreds of electric lights, which, with 
their different colors, form a display dazzling in its bril- 
liancy. Around the crown forming the apex of the dome 
are a large number the rims of which are 
studded with colored electric globes. 

The Temple forms a place where all the trophies won 
by some of America’s most famous racing men are exhib- 
ited, even those that were fought for twenty years ago, 
and including those won by that prodigy of racing, A. A. 
Zimmerman, and the equally as great a number won by 
Charles M. Murphy, whose cycling career was of longer 
duration and whose trophies are as to number unrivalled. 

The view from above, with the imposing Temple in the 
foreground, crowned as it is with its numerous cycles and 
brilliant in its thousands of electric lights, is something 


of wheels, 


never to be forgotten. 

The magnificent decorations covering the front of the 
galleries, handsomely ornamenting them and adding tothe 
general effect; the myriads of streamers from the centre to 
the sides in all the sheen of yellow and white, ‘ with 
cycles, cycles everywhere, on the the air,” 
form a harmonious scene that will linger in the memory 
when in years to come other scenes of interest will crowd 
for recognition. The fact that this is probably the final 
exhibition with which the National Board of Trade 
of Cycle Manufacturers will York, should 
make it worthy of a visit even from those who are inter- 
ested only in our growing industries, while not counted 
among the legions of cycle riders. 

In comparison with Madison Square Garden, the present 
show gives one an idea of a concentration of exhibiting 
force. The open space of the Garden makes the vi.iting 
crowds more noticeable and enjoyable as crowds go; here 
they are scattered throughout the vast building, filling 
every nook and corner, and finding something of interest in 
every part of it. 

In the original programme it was at first thought pos- 
sible to confine the exhibits of cycles to the main floor, the 
tires and appliances to the third floor, the accessories, lubri-

chinery and other appurtenances, interesting only to the 
manufacturer, would find ample space on the basement 
floor. was 
practicable, but the largely increasing number of manu-

Some noted cyclers, who were much in evidence in the 
1896 exhibition,are here conspicuous by their absence. Not 
being able to secure that prominence they deemed worthy 
of their attention, they will confine their display to their 
own salesrooms. 

It impresses an 
throngs attracted by an exhibition so thoroughly mechan- 
ical as a Cycle Show must necessarily be. Everybody 
connected in any way with cycling, even to the thirty-third

They are also showing afew specimens of tube for the 
purpose of indicating the character of their dull finish, and 
also a few pieces cut from regular orders, showing how 
thin they make tube from the high quality material which 
Among others isa specimen of 1%-31 B. W. G. 
made of .50 carbon O. H. steel, which is a thinner tube of 
that diameter than they have ever seen before. They ex- 
hibit no material which is not made of their regular adver- 
tised .50 carbon open hearth steel. Asthey are not on the 
market with their 5 per cent. nickel steel, they are making 
no point of that.

It 
will be seen that the bell can be used for either continuous 
or intermittent alarm, and is admirably adapted for its in- 
te ‘ded purpose. This bellis easy of attachment, extremely 
simple and durable, and is sure to prove popular with tan- 
dem riders. The continuous alarm bell is 2% inches in 
diameter, with cast beaded gong, and is arranged to be 
attached to the front wheel, and is operated by striker and 
star wheel in same manner as cyclometers.

THE CHICAGO CYCLE SHOW. 

The Chicago Cycle Show, held under the auspices of the 
National Cycle Board of Trade, and which opened at the 
Coliseum on the evening of January 23, has become a 
thing of the past, but it isconceded by all who saw it in 
its great completeness, to have eclipsed every previous 
affair of the kind givenin this or any other country. Not- 
withstanding the weather was for several days below zero, 
making it the most severe continuously that Chicago had 
known for years—-the opening day ranging nearly 20 below 
zero for a starter—still the large building, heated by a hot 
blast principle worthy of endorsement, was kept as com- 
fortable as a first class hotel. 

The new exposition building in which the show was 
held, was a revelation to most of the exhibitors, who had 
experienced the discomforts of 1896. It was characteristic 
of Chicago, being beyond doubt the largest building de- 
voted to exposition purposes in this country. 

Although located about seven miles from the business 
center of the city, the Illinois Central Railroad ran trains 
at intervals of 15 minutes right to the doors of the build- 
ing. Chicago, on this occasion, has dwarfed the available 
ability of any Eastern city to equal her efforts, and seem- 
ingly justifies the decision of the Cycle Board of Trade to 
make the 1896 Cycle Show the last to be held in New 
York under their auspices. The electrical effects alone, 
were conceded by experts to be unsurpassible. 

The official record shows the names of 345 exhibitors 
of bicycles, bicycle sundries and various appliances. In 
their array they represented every bicycle manufactured, 
as well as every appliance or bicycle sundry known, from 
cyclometers to chains, ball bearings to bells, or saddles and 
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lamps to handle bars. It was a wonderful exhibition, with 
space enough to do justice to it, and although thousands 
were kept away by the intense cold, even in point of at. 
tendance it was a great success.

They call special attention to the 
shape of the teeth, which are said to 
run smooth and will not dig into the 
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sod. Infurther description they say: 
‘« The teeth being slightly bent at the 
ends makes the rake run smooth, and 
prevents the points tearing the sod. ‘ 
By reversing, the double teeth are 
used for leaves and rubbish. The 
handle socket is strong, well braced, 
and firmly secured to the head. Handles are of selected 
ash.” The detailed construction is shown in Fig. 2. This 
rake is made in two sizes, No. 20, which is 17% inch head, 
with 20 teeth, and No. 24, which is 21 inch head, with 24 
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teeth. It is manufactured under patents issued in 1893, 
1894, and as late as Sept. 8, 1896.

North Bros. Mfg. Co., manufacturers of Hardware spe- 
cialties, Lehigh Avenue and American Street, Philadelphia, 
are placing upon the market a new Power Freezer, which 
is illustrated herewith. It iscalled the ‘‘ Philadelphia Sea- 
man” Power Freezer, and is described as an improvement 
on the ordinary Seaman and Philadelphia freezers, so long 
and favorably known to confectioners and manufacturers 
of icecream. The frame is made in on2 casting, and not 
of a number of pieces carelessly bolted together. The 
makers say: ‘‘Being in one solid casting, the frame is 
much stronger and stiffer, less able to breakage or get- 
ting out of order. The bearings for shaft are bored out 
correctly and in line'and not rough holes with so-called 
babbitt metal to make them smooth. The shafts are 
turned and accurately fitted to runtrue in bearings. The 
pulleys are placed in middle to relieve undue strain on 
bearings. The teethin gearing are made of wider face to 
secure extra strength. Both the pulleys and gearing are 
designed to secure ample power to drive machine without 
undue strain, and avoid any risk of breaking or stoppage 
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of machine during operation.” The can is made of No. 18 
sheet steel, riveted in seam, with heavy malleable iron 
bottom, and tinned after being made up. ‘The top of can 
is reinforced with wrought iron band. The body of can is 
very much thicker than the ordinary can made of heaviest 
tinplate, and cannot be dented by careless use, or by ice 
in packing. It is far stronger and stiffer than copper cans 
often used, will outlast several copper cans and save the 
cost of frequent retinning copper cans to avoid risk of ver- 
digris forming and possible poison in ice cream.

There is not a great deal of activity noticeable in trade 
circles, the absence of anything of an encouraging charac- 
ter to stimulate a movement being the most noticeable 
feature. Those among the trade who are interested in 
Bicycles anticipate that the Cycle Show, which is being 
held in this city, this week, will bring to the city a number 
of the principals of many Hardware jobbing houses, who 
will avail themselves of the opportunity to see the entire 
feld of novelties in that particular line, and possibly make 
a deal to represent some leading make while in the city 
and also to look after goods. 

Wire Nails: Easier conditions in the Wire Nail market 
have made lower prices possible, and the desire on the part 
of the manufacturers to force a sale where wants are known 
has made carload lots at mill offered at a price for immedi- 
ate delivery of $1.35 base. The market is by no means 
brisk in character and while buyers of very large lots for 
future delivery may find themselves able to shade even 
this low quotation at mill, smaller quantities than carload 
lots are held at $1.40@$1.45. Carload lots on dock, New 
York, are quoted at $1.50, and smaller lots from store, 
$1.60@$1.65. 

Cut Nails: A greater degree of dullness than usual char- 
acterizes the Cut Nail market, as the only wants so far 
noticeable have been of the stock-sorting variety. Carload 
lots at mill are held at $1.25 to $1.30. New York prices are 
carload lots on dock, $1.40. Small lots from store, $1.50@ 
$1.55. 

es Bolts, Lag Screws, etc.: The combination holding 
these goods at firm quotations early in January having col- 
lapsed, quotations averaging fully twenty per cent. lower 
are obtainable in many instances, with weakness pervading 
the entire market for this class of goods. 

Window Glass: Business in this line by the local jobbers 
isreported as being exceedingly dull and quotations are 
made on American at 60&20@70% discount. 

Linseed Oil: The Dean Linseed Oil Co. quote as fol- 
lows: In lots of less than 5 barrels, 30 cents per gallon; in 
lots of 5 barrels or more, 29 cents per gallon; Boiled Lin- 
seed Oil 2 cents per gallon higher; Calcutta Oil, 50 cents 
per gallom Above prices are subject to change without 
notice. 

O. W. Clapp & Co., New York, in their weekly trade 
letter say: ‘* January exports were about 4 per cent. lar- 
ger than for January, 1896, and imports 15 per cent. less. 
General business is considered dull and disappointing, yet 
better than a year ago, with a much more hopeful feeling 
prevailing. Aslow and sure improvement is better than a 
mushroom growth. Many iron and wool industries have 
started up. Sales of wool in January were never larger in 
January or any other month, except for July, 1892 and 
1895, and November, 1896. Gold has not been exported 
or stocks imported. Money remains plenty at minimum 
rates. Failures in January in Canada and the United States 
were less than a year ago same time.”’ 


THE DENVER TRADE, 


Locally, there is little new to report regarding the Hard- 
ware trade. The general and excessively cold wave 
reached Colorado, resulting in a great checking of busi- 
ness. The weather, however, has resumed its usual mild 
features, orders are comingin, and with the real opening 
of spring, we hope for an improved trade. The most dis- 
couraging feature in the outlook is the difficulty of collec- 
tions, requests for extensions being more numerous than 
at any time for the past year. In this we also hope to see 
great improvement. The agricultural products of the 
State cut a much greater figure in Colorado business than 
is generally attributed to this department, and prices of 
most of these being good, the results should be favorable. 
Mining is prosperous, and we ought to be happy.

THE ST. PAUL TRADE. 

We have now entered upon the second month of the 
year 1897. The reports from the trade generally, both 
wholesale and retail, have not been satisfactory. Looking 
back upon the month, we cannot see how it could have 
been otherwise; little, if anything, is ever done during 
the first weeks of the year. Since then, throughout the 
Northwest, and throughout the most of the country, we 
have experienced weather that has made it nearly impos- 
sible to transact business. Extensive snow storms that 


blockaded the railroads, and severely cold weather that 
made traveling uncomfortable, at least, kept the public 
generally near to their homes and firesides. 


This heavy 
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fall of snow will ultimately prove a blessing, as it will fill 
the ground with moisture, thus making certain a good crop 
the coming season. Since the weather has improved, we 
can see an improved condition in business. What of the 
future? The present generally weak condition of the 
market will have a tendency to continue the ‘ hand-to- 
mouth” policy that has existed during the last season, un- 
til a firmer attitude is assured. On the other hand, the 
stocks in the country are very light, and have been for a 
long time. The consumers, farmers and others, are want- 
ing goods, and are in reasonably good shape to pay for 
them. We therefore feel confident that a fair quantity of 
goods will be taken during the coming year, but the re- 
turn in profits will probably be small.

THE TOLEDO TRADE. 

One month of the new year has gone, and by compar- 
ing the same with 1896 we find that trade, in dollars and 
cents, is less than last year. We also notice that the mer- 
chants are buying in very small quantities, but have quite 
an assortment to purchase. 

It goes toshow that they have learned a lesson from the 
past season, and will not overload themselves with stock. 
This is no more than what it should be. A conservative 
conduct of business is by far preferable to a boom or an 
overload of stock, and consequent failure. 

Values are still very low. Nails and wire have taken 
another drop,the latter part of January, so much that there 
is no doubt but that the manufacturers of Wire and Nails 
are losing money on the same. This does not show a 
— healthy state of affairs. Why not ‘‘live and let 
ive? ” 

Sheet Iron of all kinds is very low; in fact prices are at 
rock bottom, and if any demand at all should spring up in 
the near future, there is no doubt but that values would 
have to increase. 

Goods at present that are mostly called for are a general 
line of Hardware, and not anything special. 

We think merchants would not miss it, if they would 
order part of their spring wants now and not wait until 
the last minute to get their wants supplied, for if the pre- 
dicted ‘‘ wave of prosperity ” will strike us with any force, 
we will find that goods will not be able to be furnished 
very promptly, as neither the manufacturer nor the jobber 
cares to carry too large a stock. 

We think now is the ‘‘accepted time” to purchase at 
right prices. ‘‘ A good thing, push it along.”

dency on the fart of buyers to confine their purchases to 
what they absolutely have to have. 

While this condition of affairs is true to-day, and may 
continue for the next month, we feel quite sure that there 
is a good time coming, and that we shall see it before the 
year 1897 closes. If this is any encouragement what- 
ever to those who are inclined to be down-hearted, we 
hope they will avail themselves of it and hold on a little 
longer. 

The general range of prices is low, and we do not look 
for any immediate advance. We do hope for an increased 
demand from the consumer that will make a reasonably 
active business, and one that will enable us at to at least 
pay the expenses of conducting business. As for making 
any large sums of money out of either the manufacturing 
or jobbing department, we believe we may as well dismiss 
any such fond delusions, and fit ourselves for the conduct- 
ing of our business in a manner as economical as is pos- 
sible, During the next few years it must be the money 
saved that will constitute the money made, and unless this 
lesson is learned by those interested, they will have noth- 
ing but disappointment for their lot in the years to come. 

There is a marked tendency, we find on the part of the 
ttade, to abstain from buying for future delivery. We think 
that it is rather an improvement in methods, as there is no 
necessity for the average retail dealer stocking himself in 
advance of his actual wants. The jobber must of neces- 
sity: have these goods, and is, as a rule, fully prepared to 
tmeéeét all ordinary demands upon him, and if it would be- 
come a more general custom to postpone the purchase of 
seasonable goods until the season was on, it would prob- 
ably be better-for all concerned. 

BRycies arenot moving with the same freedom that was 
the case at this time last year, and this is another good in- 
dication, as showing: a conservative policy to be adopted by 
the trade in-the handling of them. The manufacturers also 
@réacting in a-very conservative manner, many of them, 
‘We understand, having made no preparations to speak of, 

ineno-bieyeles in process. of construction. 
Those who have pursued:this. policy, have done.so with the 
expectation of obtaining business at the cycle shows, one 
of which fas already been held, and the other is now in

The show at Chicago from a trade standpoint was very 
unsatisfagtory, and if the manufacturers above hamed take 
warning from._what they ascertained there, will not make 
efforts to make any bicycles, as the trade amounts to abso- 
lutely nothing. dt looks very much as though the history 
of ’95 would be repeated; when in the season there is a 
scarcity of bieycles, those manufacturers who have gone to 
work andpiledup-some stock, will then reap the benefit so 
far as that stock goes, 

The futtire of Nails and Wire must be looked upon with 
some degtee of interest. There does not seem to be any 
immediaté probability of an advance, yet something may 
happen t@é bring about such a condition within a very short 
time. eee THE MCINTOSH-HUNTINGTON Co.

THE CHICAGO TRADE. 

During the last few weeks we have noticed quite an im- 
proved demand for most all lines of goods that are usually 
sold by retailers during the first three or four months of the 
year. 

While prices seem to be lowerand margins extremely 
close, the number of orders we are receiving, we are pleased 
to state, are quite encouraging. 

Since the first of December upto the present time our 
business shows an increase over that of one year ago to the 
extent of between ten and fifteen per cent. in value of sales, 
and much more than that in volume of transactions.

In point of f&ct, in the 
lines last named, the margins are so extremely close that 
we are really doing more business than is profitable, and 
we should be very much surprised if there is not an im- 
proved condition of prices for some of these goods a little 
later in the season.

THE BALTIMORE TRADE. 

Conditions seem favorable for a fair spring trade. Busi- 
ness during January was fully up-to expectations and will 
bear comparison with the same period of previous years. 
The severe cold snap commencing about the 25th ult, and 
lasting throughout the balance of the month, somewhat re- 
tarded shipments to the ice-bound river ports along the 
Eastern shore, but even this. curtailment was scarcely felt 
owing to increased business from the Southern States. 

The demand for farming tools from that section has been 
larger than in previous years, and the confidence with 
which orders are placed at nominally the same prices as 
ruled last season justifies us in the belief that the merchant 
is pretty sure of finding an active trade in steel goods. .AS 
a rule, the country. storekeeper rarely counts his poultry 
until they are incubated. Surely the higher figures ob- 
tained towards the end of last season for cereals and cotton 
must have. added considerably’ to the revenue of both 
farmer and planter, even admitting that the middleman 
got the lion’s share. -° UA LTS . 

For agriculturists, conditions are favorable for marketing 
They have not 
confronting them the low level of values that faced. them 
at the beginning of ’96, and, though the prices of their pro- 
ducts drop a few points lower than last year,.a sufficien 
margin of profit will remain for the producer. 30 

The cycle show which comes off early next. month prom 
ises to be the largest affair of its kind ever held in this city 
and is attracting considerable attention both from dealers 
and manufacturers.

The advance in loaded shells and revolvers is well timed 
and apparently justified.

The demise of the Bolt Association has passed into his- 
tory.

Failure of New York’s Oldest Hardware Store. 


George R. Love, surviving partner of John Swan & Co., 
dealers in Hardware at No. 33 Fulton Street, made an as- 
signment recently to John T. Sackett, of No. 99 Nassau 
Street. The assignment was precipitated by the death of 
Mr. Swan on January 9. 

The building at No. 33 Fulton Street has been occupied 
by a Hardware business as far back, it is said, as 1750. 
The business was bought about 1820 by Charles Osborn. 
When he died his nephew, Joseph Osborn, formed a part- 
nership with John Swan, more than fifty years ago. Later 
the firm became Swan & Brombacher. In 1885 this part- 
nership was dissolved and Mr.Swan took in George R. Love, 
while his former partner started in the same business next 
door. 

For many years the firm did a large business and the 
stand was a good one until the creation of the Brooklyn 
sridge, which diverted a good deal of the regular traffic 
from Fulton Street, from the foot of which it had crossed 
the ferry to Brooklyn. The former partner, who had 
started next door in the same line, took away a good share 
of the trade. These things, with dull business, contributed 
to the failure. The liabilities are not definitely known, but 
the assets are estimated at $10,000, principally on stock. 
Both assignor and assignee live in Brooklyn. 

In the issue of Hlardware for April 25, 1895, in reference 
to this old stand, we stated the following as its earlier 
history : 

‘This old stand, so long occupied by Osborn & Swan at 
No. 33 Fulton Street, was established in 1750 by Hubert 
Van Wagenen, the father of William, who until his death 
in 1806, always resided over his store. Thestore was well 
and favorably known in that part of the city, by having a 
‘sign of a golden broad axe,’ often mentioned in the jour. 
nals during the revolutionary period. His elaest son, Ger- 
rit Hubert, was partner with him for a number of years, 
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dissolving the partnership in 1791. When the old gentle- 
man died in 1806, this son continued the business on his 
own account, and afterwards with his son Hubert as an 
associate, until 1820, when this business passed out of their 
hands and they were succeeded by others.”’ 


The Carriage and Machine Bolt Market 


It certainly is creditable to the conditions now surround- 
ing the marketing of our products, that everything savor- 
ing of Trust methods has of late become -unfashionable 
to say the least. The newly formed organization to con- 
trol prices in the carriage bolt, machine bolt and lag screw 
production has come to grief before it had fairly settled 
into a manner of doing the business contemplated by its 
formation. It was found impossible to prevent the dis- 
position on the part of some of the members of the associa- 
tion to do a good business except on a basis of ‘‘cut 
prices " that violated every promise, condition or obliga- 
tion forming the basis of the agreement. There was a 
prospect of too much business in sight for them to remain 
faithful to every trust, and so since the 22nd of January 
the market governing these staple goods has been entirely 
of the ‘‘go as you please” order, and goods can be pur- 
chased at the present time at prices fully 15@20¢ below 
previous quotations, which prices the manufacturers claim 
as being below the cost of production; but still the book- 
ing of futures goes merrily onward. The market will be 
an open one for some time to come, and prices will doubt- 
less be lower, governed entirely by conditions that are lia- 
ble to be of a changeable character, leaving the dealer to 
do his own guessing, and the manufacturer to keep his 
trade already secured, by making liberal concessions to 
meet competing quotations, and get out with as large or as 
small a profit as he can obtain. It is difficult to quote 
prices that possess any stability while the maaket is in this 
unsettled condition; so we have made no changes in our 
Prices Current, leaving them as they were previous to the 
break until more definite information can be obtained.

Down With The Department Stores! 


Editor Hardware: We have arrived at a condition of 
things where it is imperative that immediate action should 
be taken by the Hardware and kindred trades to protect 
themselves against the ravages of the modern department 
stores. 

The impoverishment of the legitimate retail dealers is 
only too apparent by the numerous failures, the curtail- 
ment of orders, the degeneracy of formerly prosperous 
and prompt paying houses into sluggish, lopg-credit con- 
cerns. Nor must the jobbers lose sight of the fact, which 
they have no doubt fully realized during the past few 
years, that the dwindling of the retailer’s profits means a 
corresponding curtailment of their own. 

Arrayed against us we find the department stores, bol- 
stered up by largely borrowed capital, used as a weapon 
to procure prices from the over-anxious seller according to 
terms and agreements that are honored or violated at will. 
On the other hand, a delusive public, swayed by the illeg- 
itimate fake advertisements of bankrupt, fire and dissolu- 
tion sales, created for each day in the month. 

The trade must rescue itself from its present deplorable 
condition, by unity of action, not only among the members 
ot the Hardware associations, but among the dealers at 
large acting in unison. May agigantic movement be made 
against this vituperous enemy. 

In the first place, let each individual dealer pledge him- 
self to make no purchases from the department stores at 
any time or under any circumstances; secondly, let them 
resolve to exclude from their stocks all makes of goods that 
are persistently placed on sale in department stores and 
auction rooms, whether through the jobber, or directly 
consigned from the factory. Such movements will, with- 
out doubt, prove contagious to other trades, and assume 
gigantic proportions. 

Soon will the manufacturer learn to introduce his goods 
with the plea that they are not to be found in the depart- 
ment stores or auction rooms, and the public brought to 
realize that goods of standard and reliable makes must be 
procurred through the legitimate channel—the retail Hard- 
ware store. 

Hail the time when the long suffering retail merchant 
will recover his profitable specialties, which he originally 
introduced, and rise to the former prosperity and stability 
characteristic of the aggressive Hardware merchant. 5.

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American Wheels in Norway. 


Editor Hardware: Referring to our earlier correspond- 
ence to your valuable paper, we thought it might interest 
some of your readers to heara little about the results of 
American bicycles sold here last year, and the experience 
we have had with them. 

When we last wrote you, early in the season of 1896, we 
had not yet received reports from all over the country with 
reference to what kind of satisfaction the American bicy- 
cles were giving; but had only gathered some of the local 
papers’ opinions, which were nearly all in favor of the 
American wheels. Take it all through, we believe that 
every buyer of a first-class American wheel was well 
pleased with it, and when there was an exception to this, 
the fault generally Jay with the wooden rims, which were 
last year almost exclusively used on the American cycles. 
We would advise that when a wooden rim is used, it be of 
the very best quality and made bya responsible manu- 
facturer. Wedonot think it will pay the cycle factories 
at all to try and save in a few cents on each pair of rims, 
as poor rims, even if bought cheap, will be the most ex- 
pensive in the long run. 

We handled a great many cycles last season, of different 
makes. Out of these, there was only one make on which 
we have any reason to complain, as far as the rims are 
concerned. Of the 106 cycles of this make, which we sold, 
we had difficulties with the larger part, having to replace 
in all about sixty rims. As a consequence, the dealers 
that handled these cycles last season now or‘er their cycles 
furnished with steel rims. Then again, with the other 
kinds of cycles we sold we had no trouble whatever, neither 
with the rims nor anything else. We repeat, that when 
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wooden rims are used, they must be of the very best qua). 
ity, as they are sometimes put to a hard test on our often 
rough country roads. 

With regard to saddles, will say that the American cycles 
on an average are furnished with saddles that are not as 
easy and comfortable as those on the English and German 
makes. We know of a number of sales being lost on this 
account. Where a racing cycleis wanted, the hard Saddle, 
no doubt, is the thing, but when riding for pleasure, people 
prefer a comfortable saddle. We have sold some cycles 
with pieumatic saddles, but do not think these have much 
of a future before them here, as they often get out of 
order. We believe a solid wire spring seat like those fur- 
nished on German and English cycles to be the best thing 
for this trade. 

Another thing to be considered is the question of brakes. 
In our cities the police regulations are very strict with re- 
gard to this, and all cycles must be furnished with hand- 
brakes in order to confo'm with the rules. A cycle with 
foot-brake can hardly be sold, except for use in the 
country. 

If the above suggestions are followed, we have every 
reason to believe that American cycles will not only main- 
tain the popularity which they already have, but also gain 
a considerable amount of tools during the coming years. 

The American cycle manufacturers should be very care- 
ful about with whom they enter into correspondence, and 
not be too anxious to answer letters with inquiries from 
everybody on this side who writes for quotations, etc., 
until they know that the party making the inquiry is in 
business. We know of several instances where private 
persons have written direct to the factories, asking for 
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quotations on, say, 100 wheels, and when they have got all 
particulars as to prices, etc., they haye ordered one cycle 
for their own use, and this will generally be the last the 
manufacturer hears of such customers, except they should 
accidentally order one or two more for their friends. This 
often tends to spoil the profits for the dealers, who usually 
sit with an expensive store or show room, and therefore 
must figure a round profit in order to get along, and it is 
only natural that when the trade finds out that a factory is 
quoting to private persons, the dealers will have nothing to 
do with such factories. 

We shall be pleased at any time to hear from such of 
your subscribers or advertisers who are manufacturing bi- 
eycles, bicycle sundries and novelties in the Hardware line, 
and who are looking for a market in the Scandinavian 
countries. We shall endeavor to give their letters our 
best attention, and give them every information desired as 
to the trade possibilities here.
